pupil has timo to altend to them. Two boys
must work In concert to achieve any sort of
suceess at ernbbiog. One catchos the crahb
with a pirce of meat fastoned to the end of n
string and hnuls It to the surfuce. It does not do
to bring it anvy higher, because no hook is used,
and the erab is mersly a captive at will. The
socond Loy slips m net under it nnd Isnds it. A
couple of netive lads may readily capture two
dozen erubis in un afternoon,  ‘They are in good
conmdition and command o fuir price,

Catching souppingg turtles = loss proflitable,
but perhaps more exciting. The turtles are
usually about Rs lirge a8 & med.um-=ized
man's hand, and the hoys concoet from thim a

totnl of the day's pleasure,

"“T'"li' eals are the best buit for snapping
turtlos, but the gume is hardly worth the can-
die, heeause the eol Is o better article of diet
than the turtle, and many luds use smull
sonakes, which are very plentiful, und havo no
standurd valuo anywhore,

A story Is told of a boy who took twelve eols
and went turtle flshing last week. He caught
ugt & dozon turtles and uged wll his oels. Un
s wauy home ho Joined some boys who were
fishing In a ereok Jor eols, They hid no bait to
fpare, so ho cut up all liis turtles and put
them on the hook, He eaught twelve cels, vory
much llke the nsgortmont that be hed tnkon
out with him as bait in the umrnlrt?:. and von-
gratulated himsell on hoving hod a doy of
sbundunt aud diversilied sport.
